* Belden: Dunscombe, as the new ANS Librarian, is now entitled to receive (and spend) the Library 
Funds [Feb. 23] 

* Huntington: Wishes Pryer to give him an idea of the collections of the various ANS members, and a 
rundown of their numismatic interests [Mar. 4] 

* Dunscombe: ANS Subscription to ‘Les Medailles et Plaquettes Modernes” (an important publication 
issued in Holland) [Mar. 13] 

* Belden: Notice of Albert Flake’s funeral found in the ‘NY Herald’ [undated]
